A few years ago these words of one 
who met his rendezvous with death 
would have satisfied us but today I 
think that you and I realize that we 
have a rendezvous not alone’ with 
death but also with life. It has re- 
mained for a southern poet, a colored 
lad, to express that thought: 

I have a rendezvous with life 

In days I hope will come, 

Ere youth has sped and strength of 
mind, 

Pre voices soft grow dumb; 

I have a rendezvous with life. 

‘When spring’s first heralds hum. 


Sure some would cry ‘tis better far, 
To crown their days with sleep, 

Than face the rain, the wind, 

snow, 

To heed the calling deep. 

Tho’ wet, nor blow, nor space I fear, 
Yet fear I deeply, too, 

Lest death should come and greet me, 
Ere I keep life’s rendezvous.

BIG GROWTH IN 
CO-OP. SHIPPING 
AT RED DEER 


Mil- 


Year's Sales Expected to Total 
llon Dollars 


That the Central Alberta Farmers’ 
Co-operative Marketing association, 
with headquarters at Red Deer, is do- 
ing its share of business in handling 
agricultural products in the district is 
evident from a review of Its fransac- 
tions during the past season. In that 
time a total turnover of some $351, 


000 worth of farm products was 
handled for the members of the 
association, and from the growth, 
made during the first part of the 
present year, it is estimated that 
the volume of business handled this 


year will run close to $1,000,000. 

Started in the summer of 1920 as a 
voluntary livestock shipping associ- 
ation, the organization has made 
steady growth up to the present time, 
under the direction of Ralph Patter- 
son, who has been its manager for 
the last two years. As an indication 
of the spread of the co-operative mar- 
ket system in the district, it is stated 
that the operations of the shipping 
association have been widely extended 
into the territory both east and west 
of Red Deer and that now a_ good 
deal of livestock is shipped from 
Delburne, Ardley, Elnora and Lousana 
in the east, and from all the stations 
along the Mountain House line to the 
west. 

‘As an indication of the satisfaction 
which is being given by this method 
of marketing livestock, it is stated 
that on a day recently when local 
buyers in Olds were paying $7.40 for 
hogs and buyers in Didsbury were 
offering $7.65, ‘the co-operative associ- 
ation in Red Deer paid its shippers 
$7.75 for their hogs, all of which were 
sent to the Calgary market. As a re- 
sult of the general satisfaction with 
co-operative shipments, it is said that 
the buyers of the association have 
now no opposition at twelve different 
shipping points through the territory 

In addition to the shipments of live- 
stock which make up the greater part 
of the business, the association last 
spring decided to handle co-operative 
shipments of eggs, and since ‘that 
time five carloads or a total of 63,000 
dozen eggs have been marketed 
through this medium. Three carloads 
of poultry, as well, were shipped dur- 
ing the present fall, and shippers Te- 
port general satisfaction with the 
returns from their sales. 

The twenty cars of livestock ship- 
ped by the association constituted a 
record for a single week's business, 
although during the previous week 
eighteen cars were sent out. It is 
expected that if the present heavy run 
of cattle to market continues, the 
month's handlings will create a record 
for the association.

WE GROW BEST ; 
SEED IN WORLD 


W. F. Stevens Addresses Board of 
Trade, Showing Alberta’s Won- 
derful Record. 


The members of the Board of Trade 
had the pleasure on Monday, at their 
monthly luncheon, of hearing a most 
instructive address from J. W. Stev- 
ens, Commissioner of Field Crops un 
der the Provincial Government. 

He stated at the outset that he had 
not had much opportunity to prepare 
an address but felt that it would be of 
interest to those present to hear a re- 
view of agricultural conditions in the 
Province. From personal knowledge 
of the matter and from statements 
made to him by bank and loan com. 
pany Officials, he was satisfied that 
the Province is this year in better 
State financially than last year or for’ 
several years. Contributory factors 
in the good condition are the very his” 
price of grain (nearly double that of 
last year), the fair price of stock and 
the abnormally good yields of grain 
in certain localities. Also there is 
this year a wheat shortage of 400 
million bushels. At the present time 
Australia and ‘the Argentine are har- 
vesting good crops with a probable 
large exportable quantity, and next 
year's prices cannot be prophesied. 

The speaker was very optimistic 
of the opportunities of Alberta, and 
instanced many of them. Due to tka 
climate and altitude and to good soil. 
Alberta can produce very high yields 
and at the same time have grain of 
the very best quality. At the Chicago 
International Show, last year, Alberta 
took away more premiums than al] 
the rest of Canada combined, and 
more than any two states of the union 
combined. Grain samples have becn 
again sent in, and although possibly 
not up to le+t year’s standard, many 
prizes will be taken. At the same 
time, the best exhibit of livestock ever 
sent out of the Province has gone to 
Chicago and Bastern Canada. 

Exemplifying the statement that 
new fields were opening ‘or Alberta 
growers, Mr. Stevens stated that last 
year markets were opened in ‘the 
Orient. e=pecially Japan, for the better 
grades of beef. There was also, ap- 
parently a good market in Japan for 
timothy seed. The Pincher Creek 
area is the best in the world for the 
growth of timothy, and the co-opera- 
tive association there have a quarter 
of a million pounds of seed for export. 
There is a growing demand in the 
east for Alberta grown alfalfa. The 
Brooks country grew the best alfallfa 
seed in America, and the farmers' there 
have a quarter of a million pounds 
for export. Owing to the development 
of a machine that tops and pul's five 
acres of sugar beets a day, thus doing 
away with expensive labor, he expect. 
ed to see another large development 
in the sugar beet industry at Raymond 
and Taber. where beets with 6% more 
sugar content than those of Utah 
could be easily raised. 

The speaker gave the figures show- 
ing the average per year for the spring 
wheat grown on an acre of land dur 
ing the last twenty years. The Alber- 
ta average was 18.4 bushels, Saskat- 


chewan 16.9, Manitoba 16.7, Kansa- 
13.5, Minnesota 13.5, South Dakota 
11.4 and North Dakota 109. And in 
addition to having a better average 


yield than any of ‘these, the Alberta 
farms produced a wheat of better mill- 
ing qualities. He was thankful tha‘ 
the western farmer was not prone tr 
changing to new varieties, instancing 
the Egyptian Queen swind!e when 
thosuands of bushels of that varicty 
were sold at twenty dollars a bushel 
and the wheat was useless for milling. 
Kota wheat might be good for Mani- 
toba, where they had rust to contend 
with. The University had developed 
a new wheat that apparently bettered 
Marquis. but he was not in favor of 
saying much about it until it had had 
a severe testing out. 

In parts of the province, said the 
speaker, the high freight rates are 
killing the profit. The Peace River 
country needs reasonable rates and a 
direct route to the coast. All over the 
province the big need is for smaller 
‘arms more intensively farmed. 
smalier revenue but more profit, more 
irons in tho fire and more certain re- 
turns. In Alberta a ten percent. drop 
in grain prices was a severe blow, 
while in Ontario it was not much felt 
Manitoba, the oldest agricultural 
province in the west, is in deperate 
straits because cf weeds and soil ex- 


haustion. Ontario. the oldest in the 
east. is properly cated the Garden 
Province of Canada. There the fifty 
and hundred acre farms properly 


looked after and she great diversifica- 
tien of farming practiced nrake all th. 
difference. 

While on the weed problem /M*r 
Stephens stated that the weed legis- 
lation in the province had brough: 
good results. In the Dakotas where 
they had no such legislation the dock 
age is five times what it is in Alberta. 
The government cleaning plant at 
Edmonton is doing good work in 
eliminating weeds and getting seed of 
uniferm quality. They had continual 


demands from outside for Alberta 
seed. At the present time they had 
an order from New York for 30,009 


bushels of oats and could not get the 
seed to fill the order. 

Before closing the speaker said he 
felt ho should refer briefly to grading 
and dockage. He was sure that 
many of the complaints against ele- 
vator wen over the grading were not 
justified. He thought most of tho 
men in «charge elevators were 
honest. Personally he theught grading 
should be cn oa basis of protein con- 
tents. As far as the dockage was ¢7n-

The soil map outlines the main 
soil types over the whole area, also 
the nature of the surface, whether 
level, rolling, or hilly. Upland soils 
are distinguished from river and lake 
valley soils. The various classes of 
soils are fairly evenly distributed over 
the area and range in the upland soils 
from sand to clay loam and mix.d 


loams. In the river and lake valley 
soils therg is much clay loam and 
loam, rich in organic matter, and some 
peat and muck in the swamps and bogs, 
to a depth of ten inches’ or more. 
The information was obtained by 
the field staff of the Topographical 
Survey. Each quarter-section was vis- 
ited and gone over, the vegetation was 
noted and the forest cover where 
there was any, the soil was examin- 
ed, and samples sent to their labor- 
atory for mechanical analysis. 
Similar maps have been issued re- 
cently for the Turtleford district and 
the district north and east of Preece- 
ville in Saskatchewan, and for the 
district east of Vegreville in Alberta,

ALBERTA’S TAX 
PROBLEM TOLD 
AT CONFERENCE 


Provinces Unfairly Dealt With, States 
Reid in Survey 


‘Ottawa, Nov. 22.—'‘We ‘have had a 
frank, friendly discussion of the prob- 
lems at hand,” said Hon. J. A. Robb, 
acting minister, of finance, last night, 
following the first session of the. tax- 
ation conference between the dom- 
inion and seven of the provincial gov- 
eriments here yesterday. The confer- 


ence will continue Wednesday and 
will probably conclude in the evening. 

The representatives from the mari- 
time provinces, it ‘is understood, have 
put forward’ the request that the Cana- 
dian government grant to them the 
privilege of taxation of the Canadian 
National railway property in the 
maritimes. It was pointed out in sup- 
port of this contention that the prev. 
inces of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island were in an 
unique position due to the fact that 
they were very little ‘holders. Ontario 
and the western provinces, on the 
other hand, as stockholders, enjoyed 
the right to levy taxes on the Cana- 
dian National railways. 

Reid Makes Survey 


On behalf of the province of Alber. 
ta, Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial treas 
urer, submitted the attitude of ‘his 
government to the conference, making 
@ survey of the entire situation. Ow. 
ing ‘to the initiation of certain policies 
by the dominion, problems have been 
left to the province for solution which 
have strained the financial resources 
of the province and have placed upon 
them a burden which is not properly 
theirs, according to Mr. Reid’s case. 

Alberta contended further “that 
the allocation of fields of taxation 
under the British North America act 
is largely non-effective by reason of 
the fact that no exclusive -fields are 
maintained for the provinces,” as the 
dominion has the power to enter any 
field under the act. 

Two Maln Areas 

In the statement submitted, it was 
pointed out in connection with ‘the 
first point raised that there are two 
main areas of the province interested. 
The first is southeastern Alberta and 
the second is the Peace River coun- 
try, in both of which districts settlers 
have been placed by the dominion 
government, and then their efforts 
ceased. The federal government, it 
was thought, should have adopted a 
follow-up policy and assisted these 
settlers of semi-arid lands in their 
attempts to cultivate them. 

As regards the second contention, 
a situation of another kind had de. 
veloped in the Peace River district, 
where the provincial government 
had found it essential to guarantee 
railway bonds in order to afford the 
necessary transportation facilities. 
This action had temporarily relieved 
the situation, but had cost the prov- 
ince such a sum as would add one 
million dollars to their current ex- 
penditure for all time to come. It 
was thought by the Alberta govern- 
ment that the province should be 
reHeved of the conditioning and 
otherwise ifinancing of the Northern 
railways, including the E. D. and B. 
C., the Central Canada and the A, and 
G. W. 

Income Tax 

“The dominion income tax,” con 
tinued Mr. Reid’s statement, “invades 
the fleld of direct taxation to such an 
extent that it makes it extremely diffi- 
cult for the provinces to relieve their 
financial burden by the imposition of 
a provincial income tax, as ‘such a tax 
would be regarded as overlapping, 
and for that reason very objection- 
able. 

“The municipalities of Alberta have 
been agitating for some years for a 
share of certain taxes collected by the 
province, but it is impossible for the 
provincial government to relinquish 
certain of its taxing powers to its 
municipalities until the present ar- 
rangement of taxation between the 
federal and provincial governments is 
amended.” 

The provinces of Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia were not represent: 
ed at the conference, but it is expect- 
ed the memoranda from both provinces 
will be submitted. 

Manitoba Memorandum 

Hon. J. E. Bilack’s memorandum 
was presented on behalf of the 
province of Manitoba and gave the 
following grounds on which the 
provinces based their claims for re 
Hef:

expensiveness tends steadily to in- 
crease, 

2.—The dominion subsidies have 
become a less and less adequate 
compensation to the provinces for 
the lack of customs and excise duty. 
The dominion government in paying 
thesa subsidies is parting with a 
rapidly diminishing fraction of the 
revenue necessary for the support of 
the provincial governments. 

“This second ground for relief,” 
continues the memorandum, “is close- 
ly connected with the great fall in 
the value of the dollar during the 
last quarter of a century, and more 
especially during the last decade. In 
itself, this would justify a claim for 
a corresponding increase in the 
subsidies.” 


Subsidies Unsatiefactory 


The method of subsidies, Mr. Black 
continues, could not be regarded as a 
satisfactory solution of the problem. 
Even if such payments were substan- 
tially increased, they would fail to 
give what the province urgently re- 
quired, an elastic revenue system—a 
system that secured a continuous in- 
crease in the revenue as population 
and wealth increased, and with them 
the demands on government expendi- 
ture. 

The other method of relief, that of 
leaving additional sources of revenue 
to the provinces, was not open to 
these objections. There were two 
directions in which this might be 
accomplished: — - 

1—The dominion government might 
reasonably be asked to leave for the 
provinces the exclusive right to the 
personal income tax on _ residents. 
On the basis of last year’s figures, 
that would mean the surrender by 
the dominion of a Nttle more than half 
(fifty-three percent.) of the revenue 
from the income tax. The province, 
in return, might make certain conces- 
sions to the dominion in respect to 
the taxation of corporations so as to 
avoid conflicts in jurisdiction and 
double taxation, 

2—An agreement should be made 
between the dominion and provinces 
on some simpler, and in its applica- 
tion, less costly criterion, by ‘which 
to determing what taxes are ultra 
vires the province, than the distinc- 
tion between direct and indirect tax- 
ation has proved in practice. 

“To attain this end,” continued Mr. 
Black, “and to effect a division of the 
field of taxation between the dom- 
inion and the provinces which will be 
reasonably equitable, under the condi- 
tions of our time, an amendment of 
article 92 of the British North Amer- 
ica act, will be necessary in order to 
assign specifically to the provinces 
certain taxes, whether direct or in- 
direct.” 

“When this has been done, the pro- 
vinces will be in a better position to 
meet the pressing claims of their 
municipalities for relief in respect 
of the expensive and onerous services 
they are now called on to perform. 

“It must never be forgotten that be- 
neath all the many apparent and 
minor conflicts of financial interests 
between the dominion and'the province 
Hes a deeper and fundamental unity 
of interest. In the long run, neither 
the politics nor the finance of the 
dominion can be in a healthy state if 
her provinces and municipalities are 
financially embarrassed. 

“It is equally important to remem- 
ber that elimination of duplication of 
expense in tax collection is a reason- 
able demand of the taxpayers. When 
contributing heavily to the exactions 
of more than one taxing authority 
they have the right to ask that there 
shall be but a minimum expended on 
collection charges and that their con- 
tributions shall serve the purposes for 
which they are demanded as nearly as 


possible to one hundred percent.

GENERAL NEWS |. BIRDS OF ALBERTA 


Interesting Lecture by Prof. 
Rowan 


Where do our summer birds go? This 
wasi one of the questions asked, and to 
a large extent answered, by Professor 
William Rowan, of-the University of 
Albertu, at his lecture last Friday 
evening at the Assembly Hall. 

Mr. W. E. Payne occupied the chair 
and briefly introduced the lecturer to 
quite a good sized audience. Professor 
Rowan introduced his subject by re- 
ferring to the three topographical 
zones of Alberta. He said the bird life 
tended to be different In each of these. 
First of all, there was the Canadian 
zone, the central one of the three, 
characterized by abundance of poplar 
and willow. To the south of it was the 
Transition zone, consisting mainly of 
open prairie; and to the north the 
Hudsoniag, abounding in spruce and 
other coniferous trees. 

Most of our birds, said the lecturer, 
were birds of: passage. While an oc- 
casional crow, for instance, stayed with 
us right through the winter, the ma- 
jority, it was now known, went to the 
central and southern states. Robins 
went south. Our winter birds, on the 
other hand, went north for the sum- 
mer. A striking exception to this gen- 
eral rule was the yellow-billed loon, 
which went north to the open water of 
the arctic ocean at the approach of 
winter, and then east or west to Eur- 
ope. 

Another curious case was that of the 
Arctic tern, which bred north of Al- 
berta, in the perpetual day of the polar 
summer, and then as winter approach- 
ed flew south to the antarctic circle, 
when, again, it enjoyed perpetual day- 
light—so that this bird enjoyed more 
sunlight than any other living crea- 
ture. 

Prof. Rowan spoke of many curlous 
migration routes, including those of 
the chimney swift, which went south 
for the winter as far as the peninsula 
on the southern coast of Florida, and 
then disappeared, nobody knew where 
—the cuckoo, with its strange faculty 
of finding its way south without its 
Parents’ guidance; the golden plover, 
and others. Our birds were divided, 
he said, into four classes—the summer 
birds that wintered to the south; the 
winter birds, that spent their summer 
north of us; the birds that spent no 
time in this country at all except that 
occupied in journeying across it; and 
the residents. Even these last, he 
thought, were really migrants, moving 
north and south a comparatively short 
distance, but having a range so far 
north and south that we always had 
some with us. The chickadee and 
grouse were mentioned in this connec- 
tion. 

Studying Bird-Habits 

Two methods the speaker mentioned 
of studying birds and their habits. One 
was the wandering method—that of 
the observer who tried to cover as 
much ground as possible. The other, 
the method he preferred, was that o 
selecting some one spot and staying in 
it for a whole season, where the birds 
of that locality might be observed— 
their time of arrival, mating, nesting, 
breeding and departure. Such a me- 
thod he had followed at his camp at 
Beaver Lake. Here thirty-six species 
of shore birds had been observed, the 
largest number ever seen in one -place 
out of the sixty species in North 
America. Twenty-three or twenty- 
four species of duck had been seen out 
of the twenty-six recorded for the 
province. 

The lecturer made brief reference to 
collecting as a method of studying 
birds, and its closely related hoppy of 


photographing them. Bird photography 
bristled with difflculties, the biggest 
being to get near enough for a good 
snap. Different methods of overcom- 
ing these problems were described, 
such as_ using the hide of a cow or 
sheep as a disguise; electric attach- 
ments so that the bird should photo- 
Graph itself, sometimes automatically 
closing the circuit of a flashlight for a 
night photograph, and so on. 

While on the subject of identifying 
birds, the speaker stressed the import- 
ance of not going too much by color. 
Everything about a bird ‘helped to 
identify it, such as its shape, its walk, 
its flight, its habitat, and various other 
things. He thought some of the text 
books were a little too insistent on 
color as a guide. 

The lecturer closed with a very 
amusing account of the speaker's ex- 
periences in Richmond Park, near 
London, England, when in trying to get 
@ snap of some grebes, he was moment- 
arily mistaken by one of the park at- 
tendants for a lunatic who had escap- 
ed in the neighborhood. 

Several members of the audience 
responded to the invitation to ask 
questions, receiving satisfactory an- 
swers to problems that had puzzled 
them. The Alberta Natural History 
Society received an expression of gra- 
titude for bringing Professor Rowan 
to Red Deer, as well as the really 
warm vote of thanks accorded to the 
Professor himself.

BY CANADA 


Cannot Hope for Larger Powers With- 
out Independence, Says Belcourt 


Canada’s status in imperial affairs 
was the subject of an address deliver- 
ed to the Canadian /Club, last week, 
by Senator N. A. Belcourt, envoy ex- 
traordinary of the Canadian govern- 
ment at the recent conference in 
London. 

After describing how nearly the 
British Dominions were to having no 
direct representatives, Senator Bel- 
court said: 

“The question of Canadian status in 
connection with treaties, and confer- 
ences, is no longer debatable. It has 
been settled definitely by the agree- 
ment which was drawn up at the im- 
perial conference in 1923. Canada is 
entitled to separate and equal repre- 
sentation with Great Britain and the 
other dominions of the empire.” 

Right Is Earned R 

Senator Belcourt pointed out that 
because of what Canada did in the 
war, Great Britain had recognized her 
right “to be consulted and to have 
representation and full power in all 
international agreements and _ treat- 
jes.” ; 

“I cannot see how we can hope for 
larger powers unless we become an 
independent nation, and accept the 
consequences. 

“and as for the present, I am cer- 
tainly not prepared to say that we 
should cut the painter.” 

Senator Betcourt declared that the 
international conference held in Lon- 
don last summer to smooth the way 
for making the Dawes reparation op- 
erative was the most eloquent and 
portentious event, of modern times, 
and marked an* epoch in the history 
of nations equal at least to that one 
when man finally emerged from the 
jungle.

Foreman Jones Wants a! 


Road Policy for 1925 


At the regular meeting of the City 
Council on Tuesday, Nov. 11th, there 
were present Mayor Collison, in the 
chair; Ald. Broughton, McClure, Johns, 
Snell, Galbraith, and Commissioner 
Stephenson. 

Messrs. Dr. Backus and M. F. Mc- 
Bride were placed on the voters list. 

The application of the McBride Hotel 
for restaurant license was approved. 

The Surveyor to the Land Titles 
Office, Edmonton, wrote forwarding 
plans re N.E. quarter 16-38-28-W4 and 
part of Crescent Avenue, Plan K-9, 
with order of Public Utilities Commis- 
sion vesting the property in the city 
and tax transfer coverning the un- 
subdivided part of Woodlea, Plan K-9. 

Commissioners’ Report 

1. We submit herewith particulars 
of our action taken on the advice of | 
the City Solicitors regarding the ap-! 
plication for admittance to the Sani- 
tarilum. We disclaimed any respon- 
sibility for this case. 

2. We have applied for deportation 
of the woman recently sent to the 
Macleod General Hospital from here. 

38. We have called a meeting for Fri- 
day, 14th inst., in the City Hall to dis- 
cuss the advisability of organizing a 
welfare board for the City to deal with 
cases of relief. 

4. The gravelling of First St. South 
has been completed from First Avenue 
East to the Waskasoo Creek. Foreman 
Jones is now hauling cinders to Poplar 
St., and intends to finish Waskasoo 
Ave. with cinders. It might be pos- 
sible to gravel the low place on Ross 
St. near the Creek before severe wea- 
ther. We ask your instructions re- 
garding this work. 

5. Date should be fixed for the Court 
of Revision on the 1925 assessment. 
Notices were all mailed November 1. 

6. We submit departmental reports 
for October. 

7. We submit accounts for 
authorization to pay. 

8. We submit statement of receipts 
and disbursements for October. 

9. We submit for your consideration 
a By-law to provide for the holding of 
the annual elections. 

10. Commissioner Stephenson ar- 
ranged at Edmonton for final clearing 
up of the Woodlea transfer at the Land 
Titles Office, and with the Public Util- 
ity Commissioners for a procedure 
that will permit of the completion of 
the cancellation of part of South 
Mount Royal.

a.m. to noon, and the elections on 
Monday, December 8. 

Departmental Reports 

Fire Chief Taylor reported average 
attendance at practices of 19. During 
Fire Prevention Week, slides were 
shown at the Rex Theatre; bills and 
printed matter were distributed around 
the business section, and the use of 
fire extinguishers was explained to the 
school teaching staff. There were four 
men sleeping at the fire hall, and 24 
members on the roll. 

Chief of Police Streatfield reported 
8 arrests made during the month, and 
nine police court cases, eight warnings 
were given motorists, damage was set- 
tled in three motor vehicle accidents, 
five boys warned under the Curfew 
Bylaw, 17 transients were found work; 
5 investigations were made for outside 
points; 4 dogs were destroyed; rug 
and overcoat were recovered; 87 tran- 
sients were rounded up and ordered to 
get work or leave town; 4 cases settled 
out of court. The regular inspections 
had been made, and toilets and septic 
tanks inspected. 

Roads Need Surfacing 

Works Foreman Jones reported :— 

We experienced considerable diffi- 
culty in maintaining our streets and 
roads after the rains of the first of this 
month. To help out with this work 
we, with the approval of the Commis- 
sioners, secured the loan of a govern- 
ment grader from Mr. Ainsworth, the 
government road inspector, to main- 
tain some of the roads that it was im- 
possible to put in shape with the road 
drag. 

I should like in this report to eall 
your attention to the effect of the pre- 
sent-day tratiic on our earth or un- 
surfaced roads, during a rainy period. 
While a great many of our streets 
have become in bad shape from lack of 
re-crowning and proper maintaining 
they seem to suffer but little more 
than the streets that have been crown- 
ed and put in good condition, such as 
First St. South, which was graded this 
spring and was in fairly good condi- 
tion. About one-half of this street had 
been gravelled before the rain: this 
part remained in good condition dur- 
ing the rain, and was maintained the 
next day after the rain, and) was in 
better condition than if no rain) had 
fallen. It was three days before the 
unsurfaced part of this street could be 
dragged, the road was cut up into ruts 
and pot-holes until it was almost im-

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passable for motor traffic during this 
time, und could not be brought back 
into good shape with the ordinary 
road drag. The surfaced roads that 
were in good condition, such as Victoria 
Ave., which is partly gravelled and 
partly cindered; Waskasvo Ave., which 
is cindered, and the Hospital Hill and 
road, could be and were dragged the 
next day after the rain, and took little 
or no damage from the storm. And 
now again this month, during the re- 
cent snow, the roads are in a deplor- 
able condition except the surfaced 
roads mentioned above, and they are 
quite smooth and firm under the snow. 
Judging by the effect of these storms 
one can comprehend our difficulties 
should we experience the return of a 
wet year. 

In view of the above facts, I believe 
it to be absolutely necessary to surface 
our roads and streets, and that a road 
policy should be adopted for carrying 
on this work as speedily as possible. 
And that a suitable road grader and 
searifier be purchased for putting the 
roads in condition for surfacing and 
for maintaining the same after sur- 
facing has been done. 

The zgravelling of First St. South is 
nearly completed. A barricade was 
puilt at the north end of Addison Ave. 
to protect the public. 

The cement gutters and drains have 
been cleaned, All plank sidewalk has 
heen overhauled and repaired. An 
ice-drift has been placed in the river 
ut the mouth of the intake to prevent 
slush ice from entering the wells. 
Quarterly reading of the water meters 
was taken. <All lawn services turned 
off for the winter. One sewer service 
was repaired. 

There were eight burials at the 
cemetery during the month.

The Municipal Convention 


Commissioner Stephenson gave an 
interesting review of the convention of 
the Union of Alberta Municipalities at 
Edmonton last week, and of his visits 
to Government departments. Mr. L. 
W. Brockington, city solicitor, Calgary, 
whom Mr. Stephenson considered one 
of the best posted) municipal men in 
Alberta, protested against the passage 
of a lot of “pious” resolutions, out of 
which they got nothing from the Gov- 
ernment. It was better to concentrate, 
he claimed, on a few important resolu- 
tions. That was the general sentiment 
of the gathering and yet a whole grist 
of resolutions came in, and the Reso- 
lutions Committee knocked out a lot. 
Ther was the usual demand for the 
sharing by the Government of amuse- 
ment, auto, police and other taxes 
with the municipalities, but the Pre- 
mier and Mr. Baker informed them 
that, in the present financial respon- 
sibilities of the province, that could 
not be done. They then dealt mainly 
with what) he might call corrective 
legislation, in efforts to maintain their 


was 


present assessment und taxation basis, 
which had been seriously threatened 
by the judges in some cases. They 
asked that the present final district 


judge's decisions on assessment be 
subjeet in some way to the review of 
the Public Utilities Commission, and 
the Legislative committee, of which he 
was appointed a member, will en- 


deavor to have this and other safe-, 
guarding resolutions adopted by the 
Government: they asked that school 
money bylaws have the same basis of 
property-owners voting as municipal 
bylaws. He was much interested in 
the presentation by Electric Engineer 
Brown, of Calgary, of the hydro-elec- 
trie possibilities of the province: for 
ten million dollars Mr. Brown believed 
m power system could be_ provided 
whigh would supply the province from 
Macleod to Edmonton, and east to the 
Red Deer river. Prof. Adams, of the 
University staff, had also given them a 
valuable address on the McMurray 
tar sands. He did not bank much on 
them for road-making owing to the 
cost of transporting the crude mater- 
ial, and of extracting the tar. Prof. 
Adams looked more to the crude oil of 
the Wainwright field, as that develop- 
ed, for road purposes. 

The Commissioner had. arranged 
with the Public Utilitles Commission 
for procedure in connection with the 
cancellation of the Mount Royal sub- 
division. The award in the Western 
General rates case would be down in 
a couple of weeks, they told him.

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r THE GERMAN ELECTIONS 


Like the United States with its 
Presidential election, and Great Brit- 
i ain with its general one, Germany ts 
a next month to have an election. Not 
since the Kaiser was deposed and a 
H Tepublic established, has Germany 
had anything approaching to a strong 
government with a clear and definite 
policy. All the different governments 
which have come and gone have been 
feeble, unstable things, divided be: 
tween fear of external and _ internal 
enemies, unable to deal firmly with 
either because of the other. As long 
as the reparations question was un 
settled, as long as the French were in 
the Ruhr and the German financial 
and economic system was _ hopelessly 
unsettled, so long was it virtually im- 
possible for any German government 
to frame anything like a permanent 
policy. Now, however, that the Dawes 
report has paved the way to the set- 
tlement made at tha London confer 
ence, when the French are in process 
of evacuating the Ruhr, and the suc- 
cessful international loan to Germany 
has made possible the real stabiliza- 
tion of the financial position, there 
seems to be a chance for something 
more lasting in the way of a govern. 
Ment and a policy. 
The number of political parties in 
Germany is bewildering. There are 
at least half a dozen of them with ex- 
treme reactionary monarchial nation 
alists at one end of the scale and 
revolutionary communists at the 
other. There is little doubt that if 
the German people were absolutely 
and entirely free to choose their form 
of government without any considera 
tion of foreign nations, there would be 
a very large vote, possibly even ama 
jority in favour of the restoration of 
the monarchy, though it would almost 
certainly be a monarchy with powers 
severely limited as compared with 
pre-war days, That does not mean that 
such a restoration {is likely to come 
about in the near future iif at all. 
Those who know the history of mod- 
ern France will remember that while 
the Empire was abolished and a Re- 
public proclaimed in 1870, it was not 
till about 1879 that the Republic was 
: P definitely established on the constitu- 
ea” tion of the country. Until then 
lhe. monarchy was regarded as the real 
permanent form of government, and 
the republic only a temporary phase. 
If it ‘had not been for the hopeless 
politicai incapacity of the various 
royalist claimants, France would prob- 
ably have had the monarchy restored. 
The deposed Kaiser and his family 
have not in the past given much evi- 
dence of tact and adaptiveness to 
* changed conditions. It is quite pos- 
! sible that if the German republic can 
maintain itself in existence for the 
next few years and prove itself cap- 
able of giving really efficient g6vern- 
ment to the people, the monarchial 
feeling will gradually die out as It has 


done in France, and the republic he 
come the permanent constitution of 
Germany. 

It is difficult to anticipate the re 
sults of the coming election. In 


the last Reichstag or Parliament, no 
f party had anything like a working ma- 
b jority, and the government was car- 
f J ried on only by a coalition of several 
parties. In the coming election it fs 
thought that the extremists at cither 


ot 


end are likely to lose ground. The 
Nationalists favour not only the res- 
toration of the monarchy but also the 
repudiation of the Dawes report and 
they oppose Germany’s applying for 
membership of the League of Nations. 
The result of sch a policy if carried 
out would probably mean war with 
France and the complete ruin of Ger- 
many. It is, therefore, unlikely to 
command any great amount of sup- 
port from the people at the elections, 
and the same remark applies to the 
Communists and their wild pro- 


gramme. It seems most probable that 
the middle parties will obtain the 
greatest number of seats, and some 


new sort of moderate coalition come 
into existence, which will try at 
least to some extent to carry out Ger- 
many's agreements with the Allies, 
and re-establish the peace of Eutope 
For the sake of a weary world, it is 
to be hoped that this likelihood will 
be transformed into reality when the 
election actually takes place in De- 
cember.

WHAT THE YOUNG PEOPLE READ 


The very excellent little public 
library which we have in the city ap 
pears to be taken advantage of more 
by children than by the older citizens. 
At least there always seem to be many 
more children than grown-ups ‘in the 
library during its open hours. It is 
rather interesting to see the type of 
books which meet with most favour 
amongst the young folks. Naturally, 
as one would expect, fiction is ‘the 
most sought after, though we fancy 
that there is a greater interest taken 
in natural history, in beasts, birds 
and ‘fishes, by the present generation 
of young people than by those of last 
generation. For this excellent fact 
the writers of animal ‘books which 
embody much genuine information in 
the form of stories, are to be thanked. 
‘Writers like Seton Thompson, Long 
and Roberts have introduced our 
young people to a class of literature 
which is entirely healthy as it ‘is en- 
tertaining. 

Sea stories are not ‘in the first 
flight of popularity, which is not sur- 
prising im view of the number of 
children to whom the sea is an entire- 
ly unknown thing so far as actual 
experience is concerned. The bold, 
bad pirate of the “Treasure Island” 
type no longer holds first place in the 
imagination of our boys. His place 
seems to be occupied by the dashing 
cowboy hero ‘in spite of the fact that 
most Western children must be com- 
paratively familiar with cowboys and 
sufficiently aware that many of them 
are not particularly dashing nor enjoy 
any great opportunities of being 
heroic. However, there is a romantic 
halo from the past still lingering 
round these worthies, and the throb 
of the motor car seems unlikely ever 
to destroy or to rival the attraction 
which lies in the thunder of galloping 
hoofs as Deadwood Dick speeds away 
into the night to rescue Lovely Lou 
from Sinister Sam, 

We doubt also if school stories have 
as much popularity as formerly. In 
the halycon days of “The’ Boys’ Own 
Paper” and “Chums,” school stories, 
equipped with bullies, heroes of the 
football field, and unexplained scan- 
dals of the examination room, were 
beng popular, but they have rather 
fallen from grace. They were mostly 
written about boarding schools of the 
British type, which are unfamiliar 
lana not attractive to the boys and 
girls of our co-educational day schools. 
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‘We hardly venture to suggest the 
type of story which appeals to the 
school girls of the present day. The 
rather sugary and tame girls’ stories 
of the past were not in a ‘high class of 
literature, but we fancy that ‘in one 
form or another Love’s Young Dream 
still holds the field as against any- 
thing in the nature of improving or 
thrilling tales, = 
On the whole we believe that the 
taste of our young people fn books is 
certainly no worse and is probably at 
least more intelligent than it used to 
be, and it is satisfactory that within 
our slender resources we can in the 
public library encourage them to 
read healthily and with enjoyment.

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THE PEACE RIVER COUNTRY’S 
RAILWAY COMMUNICATIONS 


The demand of the inhabitants of 
the Peace River country for improved 
railway communications, and in par- 
ticular for a railway giving access to 
the Pacific, has for some time been 
insistent, and is now evidently’ being 
recognized by ‘the Dominion Govern- 
ment and by all parties as one which 
must be given effect to. With the 
steadily increasing volume of immi- 
gration the need for new land for set- 
tlement is increasing also, and it has 
long since been recognized that the 
Peace River lands are of excellent 
quality for farming, provided that 
means are provided for getting the 
crops tothe markets. If the only route 
available were to remain that via 
Edmonton to the Great Lakes, the 
development of the country would be 
under a severe handicap, and would 
necessarily be slow. The route to 
the Pacific, on the other hand, when 
it is established, will provide a com- 
paratively short railway haul to the 
sea, and will alter the position of the 
Peace River country from a seriously 
disadvantageous to a comparatively 
favourable one. The result will dn all 
likelihood be an era of swift settle- 
ment and development. It may be 
expected to follow very much ‘the 
same lines that the settlement of 
other districts of the West have gone 
on. As the country dis brought under 
cultivation early frosts will ‘tend to 
become rarer. Mosquitoes will be less 
of a scourge. Roads will improve. 
The amenities of Mfe will become 
easier to obtain. In due course and 
at the cost of much harfl work and 
courageous effort in the face of 
difficulties another great area will 
be redeemed from the waste and 
turned intoadruitful and well settled 
area, The railway route to the Pacific 
is the key to this advance. If it is at 
all possible to finance it, the under- 
taking should go on. We in what will 
come to be regarded as Southern 
rather than Central Alberta, have 
every reason to hope for the addition 
of this great district to the really de- 
veloped area of our province, and we 
hope sincerely that the railway will 
be completed with the least possible 
delay. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


A local merchant informed us that 
on November 8th $1,300.00 was sent 
away from Red Deer to mail order 
houses. A great part of that sum was 
sent by people getting their wages 
from Red Deer business men, It is a 
disgrace; but what can be done about 
it? The Governments, both Dominion 
and Provincial, favor the mail order 
house at the expense of the small 
country merchant. The Municipal 
Governments have no say in the mat- 
ter. The mail order house demands 
cash in advance and does not allow 
inspection of the goods except under 
difficulty. 


The U.F.A. Convention endorsed 
Alfred Speakman, M.P., and his stand 
in refusing to join the “singer” group. 
The U.F.A. convention in Battle River 
constituency endorsed their member, 
Mr. Spencer, because he did break 
away from the Progressives and join 
the said “ginger” group. Those are 
tactics worthy of the grand old Liperal 
party in its prime. 


There were six newspapers repre- 
sented at the Board of Trade luncheon 
Monday, four being the city papers 
and the other two the local press. We 
venture to say that there is not a 
town our size in the Dominion of Can- 
ada so well represented in the way of 
newspapers as ours, but we should 
worry. Let them all come, and the 
more the merrier. 


It was stated on the public platform 
at Condor Monday night that $20,000, 
000 had been added to the public debt 
of Alberta by the present Provincial 
Government during the past three 
years. If this is so, it does not look 
as though the Farmer Government is 
saving us very much money over pre- 
vious governments.

ties, he would add, if he had the pow- 
er to do so. 

Without a moment's hesitation, ‘he 
answered: “A greater efficiency born 
of thoroughness. We don’t know 
what thoroughness is.” 

I felt it was the Dutch ancestry in 
him that spoke, and, as a Dutchman 
by birth, it naturally struck a keenly 
responsive chord with me. 

Each of us has our own notion as to 
the greatest deficiency in our modern 
life, and I doubt df any two men would 
instinctively name the same lack 
which is uppermost and really most 
deplorably vital in its absence in the 
American character. 

But when you think it over calmly, 
did not Theodore Roosevelt put his 
finger on the one dominant and vital 
curse, because that is what it really 
is, im our American life when ‘he said, 
ine don't know what thoroughness 
$s"? 

II. 


Now, the American’s lack of thor- 
oughness is not because he does not 
want to be thorough, but because thor- 
oughness is not taught him asa child. 
On the contrary, the gospel of quan- 
tity and not quality is brought home to 
him the moment the reaches a point of 
understanding. He must learn 80 
many words; he must do so many ex- 
amples; he must be able to read so 
many lines. It is always quantity,— 
quantity from the start. He may 
learn these words and sums and tines 
as a parrot learns, so long as he 
learns them, and the boy who 
learns the largest number in the 
shortest given space of time is con- 
sidered and told ‘he is the bright boy. 
The far more important fact of how 
well and thoroughly he has learned 
what he so glibly recites enters not 
{nto the question. As he progresses 
through boyhood, the same lack of 
thoroughness meets him every- 
where, and sinks deep into his con- 
sciousness. He sees his father at the 
simple task of reading his newspaper; 
but he sees his father read not ths 
newspaper, but the head-lines. The 
magazines, the ‘boy finds, present 
everything in tabloid form; the most 
popular periodicals being those where 
the articles are shortest, and whose 
chief bid for public patronage is that 
they review, digest or epitomize the 
great happenings of the world. “We 
area very busy people,” he hears his 
father say, "we haven't time, you 
know, to read much. I like the writer 
who boils things corns 

The boys sees his mother's house- 
keeping also boiled down for her in 
predigested cereals, canned goods, and 
prepared foods. “All you have to do 
is to add milk and serve,” says the ad- 
vertisement. “Pour some hot water 
on our preparation, and there you 
are.” “Put our food on the stove, heat 
it for five minutes and your meal is 
ready.” Whether the food is really 
good, she does not know. She ‘has 
been taught to believe in the integrity 
of advertisements. But what appeals 
to her most is that it saves time; it 
is a road to simplified housekeeping. 
No matter in what direction the boy 
looks, he sees a nation in a hurry, 
everybody is rushing to do a_ thing, 
not in the best way that it can be 
done, but in the quickest way. All are 
seeking short cuts to achievement. 
He sees automobiles madly speeding; 
people crushing and pushing into sub- 
way and street cars; long journeys 
annihilated on fliers; men speeding 
through tthe air and boasting of the 
minute and second they can _ cut 
from some previous record. So the 
boy naturally falls in with the rest. 
He speeds through school, rushes to 
college, races through ‘his four years, 
and approaches the business of life 
with every fibre in ‘his being attuned 
to haste. 

IV. 


When he gets into business he finds 
the gospel of quantity attuned to the 
nth degree. Every step of manufac- 
ture is gauged by the amount of a 
day’s work and how far below or 
above it is compared with the quan- 
tity produced on the same day last 
year. If the “room” thas produced 
more, the executive is praised: if the 
output is less by comparison, it is 
either received with silence, or he is 
asked why the production is’ falling 
behind. Rarely is the question asked: 
“Ig the product better?” A man’s 
efficiency is gauged and based on how 
much he can produce. Never mind if 
our cloths can bear no comparison to 
English cloths; our looms produce so 
many yards to their lesser quantity. 
No matter if our automobiles cannot 
stand up on the road as long ag those 
of foreign make; our boast is that we 
produce ten to their one. Naturally, 
the boy imbibes the spirit that every- 
where envelops ‘him—unless he thinks 
it out, and few do. But where one 
does, invariably he rises above his 
fellow-men. Quality thas always 
“paid” in America wherever it has 
been tried. But it is not tried and 
maintained often enough. Quantity 
is an easier accomplishment, and so 
we go on madly ai quantity. 


That is why in our education we 
are so deplorably lacking. The 
American wants to know, he wants to 
be intelligent, but he will not dig for 
it; he will not go to the source of in- 
formation. “Why should I read that 
long-winded article in an encyclo 
pedia,” he asks, “when it is all her? 
in this article which presents the 
essential facts?” But in the latter 
article it is not “all” there. He gets 
a smattering of the subject,—a smear, 
but that is alk The result is that as 
a nation we have an amazing quan- 
tity of general information, with an 
equal amazing amount of misinfor- 
mation. The fundamental ignorance 
of the average American is stagger- 
ing, as it must of necessity be where 
there is no desire to be thorough in 
the information acquired. We are

and we have gone through a day!

always a new play or a new book! 
And this is our pace on the royal 
road to learning! What is the result 
of it all? We acquire a certain facil- 
ity, but it is supenficial. Our know. 
ledge does not go deep; its roots are 
close to the surface. We leave our 
selves no time to think. It would 
seem sometimes as {if thinking ‘had 
gone out of ‘fashion with conver 
sation. 
VI. 


But the doer of things exclaims, 
“Consider what we are,—the greatest 
nation in the world.” In what 
respect? I.et him tell us. He recites 
that: 

We have the financial dominance of 
the world, 

We have the commercial supremacy 
in bulk. 

We have the tallest buildings. 

We have the record for mass pro- 
duction. 

We vie with the bird in the air and 
push the eagle out of its path with 
the aeroplane. 

We diye under the water with the 
submarine and vie with the fish in 
speed and distance, 

Space is as naught to us; we anni- 
hilate it with the telephone, the wire- 
less, and the radio. 

We dig under the water and run 
trains below the bed of the river. 

We tunnel under great buildings 
and millions ride like moles to the 
mart in the mornings and ‘back to 
their homes in the evenings. We pride 
ourselves on the fact that a man need 
nob inhale a single breath of the 
oxygen of the air from door to door. 

We speed over the rails sixty miles 
an hour and complain loudly if we 
are half an hour Jate in a journey 
which required a week for our fore- 
fathers. 

We even obliterate the ‘ stars in 
that we write messages in the sky 
with each letter miles in length. 

“Yes, son, marvelous,” said a vis- 
itor from “Main Street” as he was 
shown all these wonders by his son 
in New York city, “marvelous what 
man does, isn’t it? And yet,” added 
the visitor, “he cannot make a 
worm!” 

VII. 

It is always difficult to preach to a 
man who has made a success, and so 
is argument difficult with a great na 
tion of strength and power. But, after 
all, much depends on the interpre- 
tation of the word “great.” 

When we think of a great city we 
think of the number of population; 


not of the greatness of its people. 
We pride ourselves that ‘we are 
more interested in today than in 


yesterday. 

“Yesterday,” 
“ended last night.” 
to the almanac, is true. But in our 
yesterdays lie our lessons. The pres- 
ent car: only be rightly judged by the 
past. Experience does count for 
something. History is not “bunk,” 
contrary to the maker of the Ford car, 
who, while he said it, forgot that he 
was making history himself, even to 
the extent of changing the American 
Sunday. 

Man has done marvels, but in the 
doing of them his own undoing must 
be reckoned. We achieve always ata 
price; we specialize always at the 
expense of some loss. Man has 
created the mechanism of speed, but 
having created it, what is his actual 
gain? Has the span of life lengthen- 
ed? After all, that is the end we all 
hope for and endeavor to attain: to 
live long. Has the machinery which 
man created slowed up his own pace? 
The frightful increase in heart-failure 
would: not point to such a result. And 
certainly with the missing heart-beat, 
man can scarcely be happy. Has ‘he 
earned for himself more repose, more 
quiet, more moments of rest? His life 
would not bear out such a gain. What, 
then, has he gained by the acceler- 
ation of his goings and comings? 
What profits it him now that he has 
gained the whole world by a financial, 
economic, and inventive dominance? 

VIII. 

*But all this,” says some one, “is 

national progress. Certainly you 


we fjubilantly say, 
Which, according 


would not contend, would you, that-we 
should stop this progress?” No, for 
the very simple reason that you can- 
not. But, I ask, do we honestly real- 


ize that all progress is really not pro-. 


gressive,—for ourselves our mental 
poise, our serenity, and our content: 
ment? We are breaking rapidly down 
every citadel of leisure. We.regard 
leisure as something for the idler: 
We thail the man who rushes, and look 
askance at the man who believes in 


the truth of all the ages of ‘forward, 


but not too fast.” The pressure under 
which a people work gives color to 
the national fe, and certainly 
psychology teaches us that we cannot 
have ripeness of thought and mellow- 
ness of decision at a hair-trigger pace. 
Leisure is getting out of countenance 
in America, and in proportion as we 
permit this mistaken tendency our 
national thought will show the w«m:- 
sults. We must have leisure and re- 
pose fn order to grow wise. It is the 
only soil out of _ wisdom springs. 


If we school ourselves to go some- 
where in a hurry, we naturally have 
a place that we want to reach, a goal. 
And now that we are in such a hurry 
asa nation, where are we going? We 
are certainly all dressed up, all! tuned 
up to go somewhere. Where have we 
to go? Where thas our hurry led to? 
“To our dominance,” is the answer. 
Very well. Now, where? We thave 
this dominance, let us concede. Now 
what? We have certainly been up 
and doing: we have been and are con- 
stantly in flux. In a ceaseless round, 
we travel. The East travels West; the 
West travels Bast. We pour throngs 
from one end of the continent to an- 
other. Even the American who never 
leaves home is constantly in transit; 
the city in which the lives having been 
made so large that the only way he 
can get from one part to another is to 
be in transit. We are eager; we are 
filled with exhilaration; we are en- 
grossed; we are excited so that our 
nerves are at the bursting point,— 
even our voices are tense. We are 
athirst for further experiment and 
greater adventure. ‘More doing” be- 
comes our watchword. We strive 
to make life what the cynic called it, 
“one damned thing after another.” 
Moreover, We insist that each thir 7 
must be larger than what went Le- 
fore, and must follow close on . its 
heels, lest we grow stale and  in- 
effectual. Precedent? We are intol- 
erant of it. Economy? We have a 
dislike for the word. Deliberation? 
“Old stuff,” we call it! No, we must 
be catapulted through our days, never 
taking account at the end of a day, but 
only eager for the next. Tomorrow, 
tomorrow, is our a 


Suggest that we look over what we 
have done, and do that better; that we 
solidify what has been accomplished; 
that we make permanent what has 
been quickly and superficially created, 
—and we are told that such a method 
is going antiquated. “What we have 
done is guod enough,” or “it will do.” 

“Does it sell?” said a merchant to 
his son in a lesson in merchandising. 
“That's the only point there is; that 
is the acid test.” 

“But suppose it isn’t well made, 
and it Won't stand up?” asked the 
son. 

“The buyer buys again, and that 
keeps up the market,” was ‘the ad. 
vice. 

“Shouldn't an article, however, be 
made the best it can be made?” per- 
sisted the son. 

“So far as its cost will allow and 
there is a market for it. But the 
final test is ‘Does it sell?’ If it does, 
that ends it.” 

That does end it and has ended It 
in the case of many an American busi- 
ness man whose affairs have not gone 
according to ‘his plans and who fails 
to understand why. 

XI. 

We have succeeded as a nation not 
because of our lack of thoroughness, 
but in spite of it. ‘Here and there 
stand out evidence of how much far 
ther we could go if the idea of quality 
nationally took first instead of second 
place with us. Naturally, the funda- 
mental basis of engineering must be 
the most minute thoroughness and ac. 
curacy, but see the rank that Ameri- 
can engineering ha& taken in the 
world. Wherever thoroughness has 
entered into the production of any 
article, it has opened for itself a 
market and maintained it. It is con- 
stantly argued in extenuation that as 
we grow older as a nation the lesson 
of thoroughness and its resultant 
efficiency will be borne more strongly 
upon us. But is it not time that we 
should begin to think of ourselves as 
a nation no longer in its infancy? 
America has outlived its period of 
swaddling clothes. It may not have 
reached its point of maturity, but it 
will) reach that point with a far better 
reputation for solidity if, at this time 
of its history, it begins to think of how 
well instead of how fast a thing can 
be done. 

XII 


IT have been very successful in plac- 
ing in the minds of a number of 
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young .people. the kernel -of. thorough. 
ness by the very simple ‘ method oof 
teaching them the avoidance of all 
abbreviations in their letters, com: 
positions -or anything written by 
them. I have urged that each letter 
should be complete in and of itselt, 
and that it should give out to the re- 
cipient the feeling that Jt had receiv. 
ed careful thought and not, as manya 
letter now indicates, that it was 
“dashed off.” For this reason, I 
have impressed upon them that there 
are no such states as “N. Y.,” “Pen. 
na,” “Mass,,” “Md.,” “IIL,” ete; no 
such cities ag “N. Y. City,” “Kas. 
City,” “Phila.” etc.; that they do not 
live on a “St.” or “Ave.”; that ithey do 
not live in the year “’2H"; that there 
are no such months as “Jan.,” “Feb.” 
or “Dec.”; that there isno such holl- 
day as “Xmas”; that a professor is 
not a “prof.”; a president not a 
“Pres't” and that they are not “Y'rs 
resp’y.” Invariably wherever I have 
gotten the lesson home, the young 
people, having had instilled into their 
minds the idea of thoroughness in 
what we call little things, have ‘prac: 
ticed thoroughness in their larger 
affairs. But there is no use of preach: 
ing this doctring of thoroughness in 
writing to a son or daughter if the 
son sees abbreviations rampant on his 
father’s business letterheads and prac- 
ticed by him in his letters, or if ithe 
daughter sees hey mother’s letters 
riddled with similar abbreviations. 
We must practice ourselves what we 
preach to our children. The feeling 
will arise, particularly with the man 
of affairs, that a business house has 
no time for these “frills,” forgetting 


that carelessnéss in correspondence 
is never a good advertisement for any 
business house and that one of the 
strongest commendations for a com- 
mercial house is the physical appear. 
ance and care shown in its corres: 
pondence, The letter emanating from 
& business house can be its surest 
advertisement of care and accuracy: 
but it can also be its surest revela 
tion of haste and condemnation. Be 
cause an idea is simple we sometimes 
dismiss it as inconsequential; we for- 
get what it signifies, and how great it 
can be in its potentiality. We flick a 
snowflake from our coat and yet, mul- 
tiplied, that little atom can render 
helpless the most powerful engine 
conceived by the mind of man. We 
see a bird and we think of it as but 
an atom in the sky, overlooking the 
fact that a bird, multiplied, constitut- 
eg the most important economic factor 
{n our lives and that without the 
birds the people of the United States 
would, in a space of five to seven 
years, starve to death and be effaced 
from the earth. So the seemingly 
small lesson of an avoidance of ab- 
breviation may well ‘be the harbinger 
of a system of thoroughness which 
would alter the entire fabric of 
American life and make of the United 
States within a generation a nation 
known for that quality. of thorough- 
ness which today as f° sadly lacks. 


Thetime for a greater national re- 
gard for thoroughness is here. 

For it could so easily be, particular- 
ly in these days when all eyes are on 
us, that America’s best could be the 
world’s best!
